Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. I.—Japan, 
through Baron Komura, has agreed to 
the immediate conclusion 
of an ar­ 
mistice. 
At l l o’clock Thursday night 
Mr. Takahira went to Baron de Ro­ 
sen’s room and explained that he and 
Baron Komura received instructions 
to 
arrange term s 
of an 
armistice. 
Baron Rosen immediately communi­ 
cated with M. Witte, and it is probable 
that a meeting will 
be held during 
Friday 
for the proclamation 
of a 
complete suspension of host lilies pre­ 
liminary to the arrangement of the de­ 
tails by the two generals on the bat­ 
tle-field. 
Russia’s consent to a suspension of 
hostilities reached M. W itte T hurs­ 
day night in a cablegram from Count 
l.arasdorfl’, whom Emperor Nicholas 
ha.- empowered to deal with that im­ 
portant phase of the negotiations. 


R A P i D 
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B E I N G 
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Treaty of Portsmouth Will Soon 
Ready for Signatures. 
Portsmouth, N. l l . , Sept. I.— Rapid 
progress was made Thursday in the 
drafting of the treaty of peace. Baron 
Komura 
at M. W itte's 
request, on 
Friday will probably fix a day for its 
signature. 
So rat idly and well is M. de Maar- 
tens, with Mr. Dennison, performing 
his delicate arid important task of 
drafting the treaty that he was able 
on 
his return 
from the 
navyyard 
Thursday to report practical comple­ 
tion of the principal 
articles of the 
treaty. 
It is expected the treaty in 
its entirety will consist of fifteen arti­ 
cles independent 
of the 
preamble. 
Japan’s original demands are said to 
have numbered thirteen. Only twelve, 
however, were presented to the Rus­ 
s i a n s . as President Roosevelt Is credit­ 
ed with persuading the Japanese plen­ 
ipotentiaries before the convening of 
the conference to withdraw one of the 
conditions, which he regarded as un­ 
just. 
W hether this thirteenth demand 
dealt with the fortifications at Vladi­ 
vostok cannot be learned. 
Having waived three of the dem ands 
presented—the 
indemnity, 
the 
in­ 
terned 
ships and 
the limitation 
of 
Russia’s naval 
strength iii the 
far 
East—the 
Japanese final 
conditions 
were nine. 
Several 
of these, how­ 
ever, will he divided in the treaty and 
grouped into two or more articles. 
M. W itte is exceedingly anxious to 
sail for home 
on Sept. 
12. 
In the 
meantime he wishes to take leave of 
President Roosevelt 
and personally 
present the thanks of his emperor for 
the 
president’s 
assistance. 
He 
is 
therefore doing what he can to hasten 
the drafting of the treaty, which he 
would probably be prepared to sign 
Tuesday or Wednesday of next week 
at the latest, unless 
some obstacle 
should 
arise. 
The 
only 
diiliculties 
which thus far have appeared are due 
to ambiguous language of the daily 
reports which form the basis of the 
treaty. 
It is here that the long ex­ 
perience and recognized authority of 
the famous international lawyers are 
proving of assistance to Japan, as well 
as Russia. 
Both M. de M aartens and 
Mr. 
Dennison, 
who 
is 
also 
well 
grounded in international law, are se­ 
lecting with care the language of each 
article in order that the treaty may 
furnish no ground for differences in 
the future and accurately record the 
exact spirit as well as the substance 
of the agreem ents 
concluded In the 
conference by 
the plenipotentiaries. 
It thus 
happens that the 
fram ers 
sometimes spend an hour in the selec­ 
tion of one word to find finally that 
they are both striving to express the 
identical Idea. 


Interim of clashes in the field, for the

The attitude of the Japanese gov­ 
ernment indicates that there is no im­ 
mediate intention to issue

It is possible that the 
Japanese envoys to Portsmouth will 
publish a .statement 
at the term ina­ 
tion of their labors. 
The I ireign of­ 
fice, intimat ^s that 
there will be no 
publication here until a signed copy 
of the treaty reaches the em peror and 
Its approval is gazetted, which will 
probably be a month hence, or until 
Baron Komura appears before the diet 
and makes a report on the peace con­ 
ference aud its result. 
The date for 
the assembling of the diet has not yet 
been determined. 
Premier Rat sura and Marquis Ito 
ere th* 
ret ipients of numerous 
pro­ 
tests and memorials against the ver­ 
sions of settlement 
of the 
war as 
given by the newspapers. 
The Yorozu Shimbun, an independ­ 
ent radical 
newspaper, attacks 
the 
peace pact, opening its criticism with 
the words, “arise, brethren.’’ 
It then 
reviews the agitation for a representa­ 
tive government with 
lite powers of 
treaty revision 
and recalls 
the at­ 
tempt to assassinate Okuraa, savins 
“The people never remained quiet 
when 
the national 
interests 
were 
menaced.” 
it further declares that the nation 
wi!l be humiliated unless the people 
act strongly against the Portsmouth 
settlement. 
It asks: 
“Why 
should the 
victor be 
con­ 
ciliatory 
and the vanquished 
arro­ 
gant?’’ 
It declares that the people's quick 
action alone will prevent national dis­ 
grace after a record of brilliant vic­ 
tories 011 land and sea. 
“Otherwise,” it says, “our brothers 
who have been killed in the field have 
died an inglorious death.” 
A remarkable absence of rejoicing 
Is one of the most striking features 
attendant 
upon the 
receipt of 
the 
news of a practical conclusion of the 
peace. 
The condition of the reception 
of that news will depend entirely up­ 
on the nature of the terms. 
It is gen­ 
erally feared that tremendous conces­ 
sions have been made by Japan. 
It 
was generally expected by the people 
that there would b? a rupture at Ports­ 
mouth in view of what is termed Rus­ 
sia’s obduracy regarding the payment 
of indemnity.

National °ride Offended at the Loss 
of Territory. 
St. 
Petersburg, 
Sept. 
I.—Judging 
from the press comment Thursday on 
peace 
it would 
appear that 
while 
pleased with the prospect of the re­ 
moval of further bloodshed from the 
far East, a large portion of the pub­ 
lic is unable to reconcile itself to the 
loss of territory, however insignificant. 
The national 
pride seems to 
be of­ 
fended by the cession of part of the 
island of 
Sakhalin. 
W ednesday the 
people 
spoke 
of “today’s 
shame,” 
meaning peace. 
Many of the utterances show evi­ 
dences of regret that the army had 
not been given another chance to try 
the fortune 
of war, though 
no one 
questions or underrates the humanity 
of the course followed by President 
Roosevelt, 
the plenipotentiaries 
and 
Emperor Nicholas. 
The tone of many 
of the utterances concerning peace in­ 
duces one to believe 
th at a further 
sacrifice of human lives would not be 
unacceptable if the 
national self-re­ 
spect could be regained thereby. One 
word of disapproval of the term s from 
Tokio suggesting that Japan did not 
desire to be bound by the term s might 
result in a flare up here in defense 
of war anc! the national honor. 
Embittered by what they declare to 
be a dishonorable peace the extreme 
patriots do not always refrain from 
criticising President Roosevelt and the 
American people, who 
they declare 


Have Offended Russian Sentiment 
by underrating Russia’s pretensions, 
strength 
and ability 
to cope 
with 
Japan. 
The people 
almost without 
exception welcome peace and express 
the hope th at the shackles which kept 
American enterprise 
out of 
Russia 
will 
be 
removed. 
Preference 
for 
American enterprises iii Russia as 
against German is expressed. 
The Novoe Vremya says: 
“Japan 
is 
dissatisfied 
with 
the 
peace. 
So are we. 
President R o o s e ­ 
velt was in favor of Russia ceding the 
Island of Sakhalin and paying an in­ 
demnity. 
This 
does not 
please us. 
This peace is only one phase in our 
relations with Japan which are only 
beginning. 
W e shall rest 
and then 
doubtless go on. 
As men who have 
spent eighteen troublous 
months to­ 
gether we now shake each by the hand 
and

ait 
revoir. 
English 
and 
American capitalists 
should rejoice 
over the peace.” 
The Slovo says that peace should 
have been concluded before the battle 
of th e Sea of Japan, adding: "Then 
we would not have lost any territory.’

London, Sept. I.—The conclusion of 
the new Anglo-Japanese treaty of al­ 
liance has only now become definitely 
known 
to the English 
newspapers, 
which are keenly interested in it and 
are anxiously discussing its probable 
contents. 
Ail important modification binding 
either power to come 
to the assist­ 
ance of the other, if attacked by one, 
instead, as in the old treaty, by two 
powers, causes inquietude in some cir­ 
cles, where it is regarded as adding 
greatly to Great 
Britain’s responsi­ 
bility, but 011 the whole satisfaction is 
expressed on the 
scope of the new 
treaty, as far as it is at present un­ 
derstood. 
The Daily Telegraph, expressing the 
views of the government and well re­ 
flecting the views 
of a number of 
newspapers, in an editorial says: 
“The 
Anglo-Japanese treaty 
will 
guarantee the term s of of the Ports­ 
mouth treaty. 
It will cheek any in­ 
sane idea of Russian 
revenge, will 
render impossible any anti-Japanese 
coalition and effectually terminate the 
sr ramble for China.” 
It is supposed the 
new treaty es­ 
tablishes an unqualified defensive al­ 
liance between 
Great Britain 
and 
Japan and it is believed not unlikely 
that India is included in the sphere of 
territory over which the treaty aims 


f o r the preservation of the status quo. 
Should this prove the case its value 
to Great Britain will be enhanced. 


Berlin, Sept. 
I.—The spread 
of 
cholera from two 
localities on the 
river Weiefcsel five days ago to 34 
cases In 12 localities extending from 
the Baltic to the 
river Wart ho, 150 
miles south, 
and its appearance 
in 
Hamburg 
has given an 
unpleasant 
thrill to the people of Germany, for' 
it may mean a long and steady fight j 
as in 18b2-‘J3 to prevent the disease j 
from getting beyond control. 
In those 
years it is estim ated that 800,000 per- 
sons died in Russia from cholera. The 
Prussian government is keenly aw are 
of the 
possibilities 
of the 
danger, 
which so far is not regarded as giv­ 
ing occasion for apprehension. 
A committee of the cabinet, consist­ 
ing of Dr. Studt, m inister of medical 
affairs; Herr von Budde, minister of 
state and m inister 
of public works, 
H err Moiler, 
m inister of 
commerce 
and industry, and Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg, minister of the interior, has 
the central direction of the preventive 
measures. 
Numbers of bacteriologists 
hav** been sent into the infected dis­ 
tricts to assist in the surveillance of 
persons who have contracted cholera. 
Cautionary notices are published in 
all the towns and villages within the 
affected area.

In yesterday’s D a i l y D i s p a t c h there 
was an advertisement “A W arning to 
Parents,” and signed Albert Angel.

this pertained to prizes in regard to L a­ 
bor Day, and the laboring man’scause, it 
had to be picked up by a m erchant of 
the city and aired through the daily 
newspaper. 
How about the Commercial 
Club and m arket day Sept. 2? 
When 
the committee for the Commercial Club 
had finished their soliciting for their 
prizes for m arket day, there was not a 
list mad*' of the kegs of boer or liquor 
th at was donated for the farm ers’ prize. 
Oh, d o ! 
T hat was the m erchant’s and 
Commercial Club side of the question. 
Show me the first item or cause in which 
tile Commercial Club or the merchants 
of this city help the laboring man. The 
Commercial Club members are working 
for their own welfare, and the mer­ 
chants of this city with the exception of 
two will take care of themslvos. The 
price they compel! the working class to 
pay for goods is highway robbery, and 
every working man in this city ought to 
form a club and send to Chicago and 
buy every article that is necessary ’ to 
support a family with. 
It is no wonder 
that the laboring class in this city are 
without homes and have such largo 
store bills th a t it is almost impossible 
to pay them. 
Think of the farmer on m arket day 
j 
coming to town with his products from 
his farm th a t the wife and children have 
helped to raise and earn. 
He Sells them 
on market day and if fortunate enough 
to win his prize, the keg of beer, he be­ 
comes intoxicated, his money and earn­ 
ings go, and the half clad wife and 
children have got to suffer. 
When the committee of the Trades 
and Labor went soliciting this year they 
did not ask for money as they had done 
other years heretofore on account of the 
hard times, b u t simply asked the mer­ 
chants and men in business to donate 
whatever they could or felt able to 
give to assist in the prizes. 
And this 
committee had just as much right to ac 
cept what was offered them by the dif 
fert firms of the city as the Commercial 
Club had for the same case. 
I am not 
in favor of the liquor habit and I could 
bury everyone of my boys and stand by 
their graves a great deal easier than to 
see them grow up and be drinking men 
or drunkards. 
When you are going to 
take up the labor side of the question 
and air th a t in the newspaper take the 
other side also and do not burden the 
laboring man with more than he can 
carry, for the day is coming when he 
will put on his armor and rise up and 
show his true colors and fight for his 
rights which is justice and freedom.
